Council Will 
Give Power to 


Handbill Law 


Police Said Helpless 
To Enforce Present 
Ordinance 





In a moye to put “teeth” into 
Albany’s city hand-bill law, a pro- 
posal was made at the regular 
meeting of the City Council Mon- 
day night to patch the present law 
with an amendment to be present- 
ed at the next meeting. 

Under the present ordinance, un- 
solicited printed matter and circu- 
lars are restricted only at homes 
where it is specified by signs stat- 
ing “no hand-bills.” Complaints of 
violation of this measure have been 
reported to the Police Department 
of late, it was said, but police have 
been powerless to enforce the law 
because registration of distributors 
has not been démanded. 

According to the proposed 
amendment, permits will Be re- 
quired of all hand-bill and circular 
distributors with restrictions spe- 
cifying how and where the unso- 
licited printed matter should be 
delivered. This: measure will be- 
come effective in August unless an 
emergency passage is requested at

With the city named after his home 


town of Albany, New York, Roberts 
set about to organize his city govern- 
ment, incorporating the city under its 
new name and putting his city officials 
to task in the matter of making the 
township a well-noticed community. 


First move made by the officials was 
to define their city as including all 
the territory north of Berkeley to the 
Contra Costa County line and every- 
thing between the waterfront and the 
western boundary of what was known 
as the Northbrae tract. 


Later came the matter of educa- 
tion. With but soo people residing in 
the community, children of the towns- 
people had made use of Berkeley and 
other nearby community schools but 
as the incorporated city they were 
obliged to build their own. Hence, 
under the management of the mayor, 
a bond issue to the amount of $20,000 
was approved at an election for the 
purpose. 

However, the building of a new 
city was not quite as simple as float- 
ing a bond issue. There was the mat- 
ter of city sidewalks, and it is in 
the story of their origin that the 
spirits of ex-Mayor Frank Roberts is 
seen, a spirit that friends and cronies 
will tell of to this day. 


With not even enough money in 
the city treasury to pay the fee for 
incorporation of the city, the City 
Trustees, led by Mayor Roberts, took 
a Sunday off from their general labors, 
donned their old clothes and equipped 
with saw and hammer laid a number 
of sidewalks along San Pablo Avenue. 

Later, when the matter of trans- 
portation for the city became a prob- 
lem, it was by Mayor Roberts sug- 
gestion that the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany was granted a franchise to run 
a line up Solano Avenue. 

Still later, it was again through the 
initiative of Mayor Roberts that the 
city pool rooms and gambling halls 
were banned, at that time the cities 
only source of revenue. 

When it became necessary for the 
city to finance its volunteer fire de- 
partment, Roberts was present on the 
committee for organization which stag- 
ed a grand ball which netted enough 
to purchase a hose cart. 

Leaving the office of mayor, Roberts 
still remained active in civic affairs, 
serving on the school board for many 
years during which time he aided in

What C. W. Von Hinnenberg knows 
about the lonely, sun-bitten plains and 
bad-lands of the Dakotas and Nebras- 
ka could hardly be compressed into 
half a dozen tones,
